Reverse Reaction

very long, it must be remembered.

ROME-The reform of the 
Roman Curia, the “govern 
ment” of the Roman Catholic 
Church,- fs about to_take -an- 
other step forward. 

Pope Paul VI is expected to 
make a declaration on the 
subject Sunday, the Feast of 
Pentecost. Far from being a 
administrative reorganization 
of the civil service of the 


church, the reform is the prac- , 


tical aspect of the whole pro- 
cess of updating the Roman 
Catholic Church, 

The Roman Curia js the 
“establishment” of the church, 
a whole complex of ministries, 
offices, corigregations and ec- 
clesiastical tribunals under the 
Pope and the Cardinals, It 
was constituted in 1588, Today 
the need is to redimension it, 
to reduce its entrenched pow- 
ers on the-one hand and to re- 


special commision, presided 
over by the Italian Bishop Ro- 
berti, a jurist, and a “moder- 
ate’ in Vatican politics, has 
been sitting. 


Radically Changed 


Several changes of “nomen- 
clature” are expected. Thus 
the Holy Office, the very name 
of which recalis-the Inquisi- 
tion, will probably be renamed 
the tribunal-(or ministry) of 
Faith and Customs, Its meth- 
ods of inquiry and condemna- 
tion will be radically changed. 

The executive powers of the 
gpa of State will also 


strengthened 
to enable it to put into effect 
the decisions of the Ecumeni- 
cal Council and transmit the 
orders of the Pope (who will 
be advised by the Bishops) to 
the various ministries and tri- 
bunalsandcongreg ations. 
Thus while the executive pow- 
ers of the Secretariat of State 
will be enlarged, the rest of 
the Curia, it is intended, will 
be reduced in power. 

But the most overriding re- 
form will be that of the ‘Curia 
mentality,” the bureaueratic, 
careerist mentality. Many of 
the powers of the Curia will 
be ceded to diocese, that is to 
say, to the bishops and to the 
national episcopal confer- 
ences. A retirement age of 70 
will be fixed and most Curia 


ents will not be for - 


life and will not be irremov- 
able. 


On the other hand, it does 


net seem likely that a “Par- 


liament of Bishops,"’ perma- 
nently sitting and advising the 
Pope will be instituted.

OTTAWA—In the ebb

Then sud- 
denly on Thursday night, in 
an important speech to the 
* Montreal Labor Council, Sauve 
resumed his reform initiative. 
During the course of an un- 
usually frank address, he 
hurled a—challenge at those 
who seek to delay the needed 
until after the next 
election: “It takes time to 
alter the structure of a politi- 
cal party, and we've been talk- 
-ing about it since 1960. 
“Tf these reforms aren't car- 
rie out before the next elec- 
tion, there’s no reason to be- 
lieve they'll -be carried out 
safter it because the, Liberal 
party will succeed in Quebec 
even without reforms. The 
time to act is now.” 


Political Heresy 
Such statements might be 


considered mild in other parts 
of Canada, but in Quebec they 


constitute political heresy-of — 


the first order. The signifi- 
eance of Sauve’s public call 
for reform’can only be appre- 
elated within the context of 
his highly volatile personality 
and the precarious position in 
which he-finds himself. 

Ever since he first came to 
Ottawa, following the 1962 
election, Sauve has been in 
trouble with the established 
hierarchy of his party for the 
simple reason that he refuses 
to obey some time-worn rules 
of the political game. The 
wheels of power grind slowly 
in Ottawa and the*transfer of 
suthority from one generation 
of politicians to the next is a 
difficult process which cannot 
be rushed. Political pre- 
eminence its customarily 
achieved through slow rings 
of growth, each larger in cir- 
camference,_unti]___ finally 
power is passed on in natural 
painless succession.’ 

Driven on by a barely con- 
cealed assumption a his own 


rule-of power politics in’ Ot- 
tawa: the belief that since 
power fs based on personal re- 
lationships which are con- 
stantly changing, they must 
steadily be muttiplied.

A WOMAN'S 
VIEWPOINT

I treated myself to a tour of one.of our tourist 
Spencer Castle, I came away more impressed with 
its imported glories than with the Canadiana which 
its present ownets promote in their brochures. 

Having been born and raised in Europe, I'd become accus- 
tomed to administering the title, castle, to ancient structures 
that seemed to share- two things in common, awe-inspiring 
grandeur and, just as impressive, evidence, that warmth and 
comfort were ignored in their architects’ deliberations! . 

Spencer Castle falls into neither of these two categories. 
Built in the early 1900s by Henry Sandham Griffith, the gracious 
tudor and granite home hints of no blue-blooded. pormposity or 
frigidity. Rather, it bears evidence that Mrs. Kate Spencer 
must have.been delighted with its comfort when her late hus- 
band, the department store magnate, David, bought it for a 
family home. 


Leaves You Breathless! 


Perhaps its present name is attributed to the four-storey 
granite stone turret with its battlement that looks out on a view 
that's guaranteed to Jeave'us breathless . . . that is, if the climb 
hasn't already produced the same effect.

‘One of the oldest paintings to be seen was executed-on wood 
in, 1525, It shows the Queen of Sheba appearing before King 
Solomon. | 

Just as fascinating is the 1600 painting by Weis that shows 
the lifé story of those unfortunate brothers, Romulus and Remus. 
With meticulous care, the artist has traced their history-making 
experiences with a beauty rarely seen these, days. 

It would be difficult to select a painting from this collection 
that would not merit close attention. Certainly, one of the most 
olitstanding is the 16th century creation of Schiavone which 
portrays the mystical marriage of St. Catherine and the Holy 
Family. f 

The quality of color is delicate and Miss Toppin tells me 
that the painting is the only one by this artist to be found on 
the North American continent. 

Less—awe-inspiring but still demanding its own share of 
attention is a color print of a painting by the late Sir Winston 
Churchill. This is now out of print and was originally produced 
by the Medici Society of London. 


Assumption In Baroque 


Another unusual exhibit is the 17th century Austrian painting 
showing the Assumption of the Virgin, executed im baroque:
